Other States to Have Lump Sums in 
Proportion Wherewith to Buy 
McKinley’s Election.

CHICAGO, II., Sept. 7.—Chairman Mark 
Hanna of the Republican National Com- 
mittee has come to the Chicago headquar- 
ters with an overflowing purse. In the ten 
days that he will remain here the strings 
are to be loosened and the greatest distri- 
bution of boodle ever known in a political 
campaign will be made. 

A steady stream of gold will go flowing 
from the McKinley syndicate coffers into 
the different States where voters are to be 
bought. 

Arrangements are now under way for the 
distribution, and confidential agents of the 
Cleveland millionaire, whose fat frying expe- 
dition in the East has been successful be- 
yond the expectations of the boodle boss 
himself, will start out from Chicago this 
week on a debauching expedition. 

With pockets lined with gold and with 
express orders from Mark Hanna to spare 
no expense where money will serve the 
turn, they will go proselyting through the 
principal States in the Mississippi Valley. 

Gold will be scattered with a prodigal 
hand and these hired men of the pluto- 
crats who will attempt to overturn with 
money the free silver sentiment of the 
people of the great valley will have their 
stock replenished as rapidly as it is ex- 


hausted. 


Fat and smiling in the consciousness 
that money often works a revolution and 
serenely aware that he is backed by un- 
told thousands of spot cash donated by 
the Shylock Society of America, Mark 
Hanna sits in the Chicago headquarters 
and tabs the barrel. 

The dollar mark is the only mark beside 
himself that he recognizes. 

It is to win McKinley's election, he firmly 
believes. . 

With thé fatuous confidence of men who 
have acquired vast wealth by devious pro- 
cesbes, he firmly believes that the free 
voters of the United States—and especially 
of the West—may be brought to support 
the single gold standard and the candidate 
of Wall street. ° 


Basing his figures on his ability to pur- 
chase votes, Mark Hanna is claiming six 
States which are considered Democratic. 

Delaware, Maryland, West Virginia, Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky and Missouri are on his 
list of purchasable“ States. 

In these the Hanna boodle will be distrib- 
uted with special recklessness. 

The fund said to have been arranged for 
in these States is to be thus divided, ac- 
cording to accredited gossip: 

Delaware. $25,000; Maryland, $50,000; West 
Virginia, $40,000; Virginia, $60,000; Kentucky 
and Missouri, $75,000 each. 

It is not easy to understand at first why 
Chairman Hanna should put Missouri in 
the list of “purchasable’’ States. But it is 
easy when the plan of campaign is made 
clear. 

“Dollar Mark’’ Hanna has received as- 
purances from the railroad corporations of 
Missouri, from Colonel Richard Kerens, Na- 
tional Committeeman, and from some of the 
leaders of the Missouri Wall street wing of 
the Democracy, that the 40,000 railroad em- 
ployes can be coerced dnd bulldozed into 
Voting for McKinley; that the street car em- 
ployes in St. Louis, Kansas City and St. 
Joseph can be held in line by intimidation 
and threats; that the floating vote in the 
two large cities can be purchased im suf- 
ficient numbers to give the electoral vote to 
the Wall street ticket, provided money 
enough is furnished to carry out the elabo- 
rate scheme of wholesale corruption. 

The money is to be forthcoming. There ts 
little attempt at Hanna headquarters to con- 
ceal the fact that money is being used or 
that Chairman Hanna’s chief purpose here 
is to distribute among confidential agents 
in the different States the sums set apart for 
the avowed purpose of corrupting the right 
of franchise.

of Cleveland, O., to the Secretary of the New York body, in response to a request: 5 
“CLEVELAND, o., Aug. 29.— Dear Sir and Brother: In reply to yours of the 24th instant, in which 
you desire to learn the attitude of M. A. Hanna relating to labor unions, I will say that previous to the 
Republican Convention at St. Louis, the C. L. U. of this city propounded a number of questions to the 
Republican wor king men of this city to ask of M. A. Hanna. In that manifesto it was charged that 
Hanna had wrecked the Seamen’s Union of the Lower Lake Regions; that he had smashed the Union of 
his street railway employes and refused to allow them to organize now; that he had assisted in destroy- 
ing the Mine Workers’ Unions of Pennsylvania; that he had attempted to break up the Carpenters’ 
Unions of this city by employing scabs on a new mansion at a critical time this spring when the 
eight-hour day was being put into effect—that he had a strike of laborers in the shipyard in which he is 
interested this spring, and told a committee of the men, who demanded the same scale of wages paid in 
a competing yard, viz., $1.35 a day, that if they voted for McKinley they might receive higher wages,

A STARTLING PREDICTION. 


The Electrical Inventor Opens a New 
Field of Scientific In- 
vestigation.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—The present gener- 
ation will see the transmission of sight, as 
it has witnessed the successful transmission 
of sound. 

This is the prediction of Nicola Tesla. 

“Given a transmitter, a receiver and the 
tame medium of transmission as that to 
which the optic nerve is sensible, and we 
shall see our friends half the world’s width 

away. In New York we may see the life of 
a London street. In London they may 


watch the crowds in Broadway. 

“I have worked three years on ft. Thus 
far I cannot break down the conclusion 
that I am working on the right line—that 
my idea is truth. Perhaps, though, there 
is a flaw in my reasoning.” 

These are the words of the man who is 
accounted the world’s subtlest and most 
original thinker in the field of abstract 
electrical science. For three years he has 
analyzed and attacked his hypothesis and 
it has stood. It is small wonder, therefore, 
if those who thave followed the career of 
this brilliant genius are confident the world 
is on the eve of receiving a discovery as 
Startling as the sending of speech over a 
wire and even more significant. It will

‘whether I have any experimental demon- 
strations to bear out my assertions and to 
insure myself from error.

“The problem I am working on should not 
be confused with the transmission of hand- 
writing or pictures over a wire, or yet even 
of color transmission.

An 
apparatus has been devised that will even 
send pictures after a fashion. Color trans- 
mission is more difficult in its technical as- 
pects, but all three problems are simple 
compared to the achievement of transmit- 
ting an impression of the three dimensions.

The vehement arguments and bitter per- 
sonalities cf the twenty-eighth congress, 
held at Cardiff last year will not be repeat- 
ed this year, as the new constitution adopted 
then directed the improved formation of the 
congress of 189%. Men like John Burns, 
Keir Hardie and Henry Broadhurst are not 
present. In their places are real working- 
men, such as those of the Northumberland 
Unton and the Boilermakers’ Union, who 
latterly have taken no part in the annual 
congress, 

Samuel Woods, Secretary of the Parlia- 
mentary Committee, in an interview with a 
representative of the Associated Press, pre- 
vious to the meeting to-day, said: 

„We have not more than 360 delegates 
this year, owing to the new standing or- 
ders, and our co ess is much more work- 
able. Under the old constitution there would 
have been over 700 delegates. The delegates 
this year are only bona fide.workers at their 
trade and the legal members of trade soci- 
eties. No person can be a delegate unless 
he is actually working at his trade at the 
time of his appointment or is a permanent 
paid working official of his trade union. 
This was definitely settled at Cardiff last 
year. 

“We are likely, however, to have a lit- 
tle rub or two over an attempt to revert 
to the old way of voting, where each union 
or body represented had one vote. Under 
the new standing orders each delegate has 
one vote for every thousand workers whom 
he represents. This is direct representation, 
and I do not think it will be overthrown. 

Wo have about thirty more trades unions 
represented this year than last, and about 
twenty which have never been represented 

fore. There are two American delegates, 
Messrs. Strasser and Sullivan.“ 


The work of the present congress ts ex- 
ceedingly ambitious when the time availab!e 
is considered. The Parliamentary Commit- 
tee, of which Edward Cowey of the York- 
shire Miners, is Chairman, and who is also 
President of the Congress, has prepared a 
programme embodied in eleven resolutions, 
and the trades unions have sent up no fewer 
than eighty-one resolutiong for discussion. 
To these notice of over twenty amendments 
has been given. The two sets of resolutions 
— the widest field for discussion and ef- 
ort. 

The temper of the Congress can perhaps 
be gauged by a resolution of the Paper Mill 
Workers that no representative of the press 
shall be allowed to report the proceedings

SADIEVILLE, Scott County, Ky., Sept. 
7.—The people of this little village were 


considerably surprised and somewhat ex- 
cited to learn that a native of the Eagle 
Creek Hills, in the person of Gen. John M. 
Palmer, had been nominated for President 
by the Indianapolis gold Democratic conven- 
tion. The distinguished Democrat w@s bor 
just three miles south of here in a stor 
and one-half log cabin, erected more than 
a century ago by Joseph Hutchirgs. He 
sold it to William Palmer about 1803. Will- 
lam Palmer was the father of the Presi- 
dential candidate. About 1815 he weather- 
boarded the log structure, and built a wing 
and ell. The original house is shown in 
the picture as well as the original chimney. 

The roof and weather-boarding has been 
badly damaged by wind and rain, but the 
old log building is as good as it was a 
hundred years ago, and bids fair to stand 
another century if it is kept well roofed. 
The porch is roofed with common clap- 
boards. There is an old-fashioned well to 
the left of the house, and an old wooden 
gutter which shows in the picture.

To a Post-Dispatch reporter he said Mon- 

morning: 

4 was — and reared in New Jersey. 
My father, William Haywood, was well- 
to-do and well connected and gave me a 
ood education. Two years ago I went to 
Penne and obtained a position as professor 
of natural science at Grayson College 
Whitewright, Tex. I held the position until 
my father removed with the family to 
Alton, III. Father was very anxious for me 
to complete my education and induced me 
to join the family at Alton. I attended 
the High School there and was also a stu- 
dent at Shurtleff College for a while. 
Father died in ‘Toronto, Canada, four 
months ago. When the estate was straight- 
ened out there wasn’t very much left. he 
family went back to New Jersey and I 
came to St. Louis to look for work. 

“T went to board at a house on South 
Seventh street. I think it was near Gratiot 
street, but am not certain about that. The 
first night I was there somebody stole my 
clothes. A friend furnished me with a 
cast-off outfit. 

“I got a job canvassing for a publishing 
house and worked at that yntil the firm 
closed up its local office.. The first money 
I made sent to Alton for my trunk. I 
went to the Y. M. C. A. headquarters and 
asked the officers if they could help me. I 
had good letters of reference. The Y. M. 
C. A. people got me a position with the 
Lincoln Trust Co. The position was only 
a temporary one and I was soon out of a 
job again. 

“It was then, about three weeks ago, that 
I began going to the T. M. C. A. reading 
room. One day I took a book home with 
me. I brought it back next morning, but I 
got to thinking how easy it would have 
been for me to keep it. That day I again 
took a book. I picked it up from the table 
and walked right out with it in my -hand 
and nobody seemed to notice me. I was 
pretty hard up and I sold the book for a 
small sum. After that I took books right 
along. I am passionately fond of reading. 
ee read the books first and then sell 

em. 

“I didn’t’ take more than a dozen and real- 
ized about $3.50 on those I sold. 

“I could have kept out of trouble Sunday 
if I wanted to, because I was told the police 
were after me. I went out to the reading 
room any way, from force of habit, I sup- 
pose, and found a police sergeant waiting 
I don’t know whether to plead 
ullty or not, but I took the books to keep 
rom starving. 

“Ten of the books were found in Second. 
hand book stores and five in Haywood’s 
room at 2641 Pine street. 

Haywood is a member of the St. Louis 
Sound Money Democratic Club and claims 
to have many influential friends here. He 
is 29 years old and unmarried.

HE PROFESSIONALIZED HALF OF 
THE AMERICAN AMATEURS. 


IS A PROFESSIONAL TRAINER. 


But Rode in Amateur Races Just the 
Same—How a Good Story 
Was Spoiled. 


Another sensation was sprung in local 
cycling circles last Saturday. Unfortunately 
for those who love sensations, the story was 
killed before it was half an hour old. It 
was to the effect that through the riding of 
one E. M. Humphreys, a well-known profes- 
sional cyclist, with T. W. Buckley, G. E. 
Tivy and C. R. Shilling, in an age Umit race 
at De Hodiamont, half the amateur cyclists 
ofthe United States were really profession- 
alized. 

Humphreys has been a professional train- 
er for some years. Before that he was a 
racing cyclist who rode for cash. He was 
a good man before the days of Gideon and 
his Racing Board. 

Last year Mr. Humphreys came to St. 


Louis to train F. W. Buckley. On the oc- 
casion of a benefit meet given to the em- 
ployes of the old Pastime Athletic Club, an 
age limit race was placed on the pro- 
ramme. G. E. Tivy, F. W. Buckley and 

R. Shilling were the only entries Who 
showed up. At Mr. Buckley’s request Mr. 
Humphreys came into the race to make it 
more interesting. He rode and Buckley 
won, 

It was on this action that the claim that 
thousands of amateur cyclists were really 
professionals was based. 

The circulators of the story Gaim that 
by riding with Humphreys, the other three 
eyclists became professionals, Since that 
time each one of them has ridden time 
and again in open amateur events. Tivy 
has ridden in the Forest Park race and in 
every track meet ‘given this year. Accord- 
ing to some people everybody who rode wich 
him became. a professional by so doing. 
They in turn contaminated riders with 
whom they competed. 

Thus, it will be seen that the germ of 
profess!onalism dizseminated by Col. 
Humphreys spread like small-pox in a 
stable. 

The story was a beautiful one, if true, 
and quite specious enough to go down. To 
affirm it a Post-Dispatch reporter called 
ba Mr. Robert of the Racing Board. In 
about two minutes he spoiled it. 

I have no record of the meet in which 
it is alleged Mr. Humphreys rode against 
amateurs,“ said Gideon’s right bower. I 
issued a safiction for it to Dan Davis, late 
boxing instructor of the P. A. C. I was 
not present at it, and I never could get 
Mr. Davis to turn in an official report, 
Hence, I do not know whether Humphreys 
rode or not.’’ " 

However, it makes but little differance, 
as he had not been declared a professional 
at the time. Of course, training constitutes 
professionalism, but the Racing Board never 
transfers a trainer until he enters a race. 
Hence Humphreys was not, technically, a 
professional. 

“Even if he had been, it would affect 
those only who knew that he was. If any 
amateurs know a professional, and knowing 
what his standing is, ride with him, 
they are liable to transfer. It, ignorant of 
his professionalism, they ride with him, they 
commit no breach of the rules. 

‘Supposing Messrs. Buckley, Schilling and 
Tivy did know that Humphreys was a pro- 
fessional, that would not make the amateurs 
with whom they competed afterwards ‘pros,’ 
because they had not been declared profes- 
sionals, and the men who contested with 
them could not be expected to know all 
about any little professionalizing act they 
might have been guilty of.” 

“The story is a ‘dead one.’ Humphreys 
is now a professional, has been so declared 
by Mr. Gideom about a month ago, but 
he was pot a ‘pro’ when the alleged race 
took place, consequently no harm was 
done. I hope all St. Louis amateurs are 
as guiltless of professionalism other 
ways as in this.’ 

St. Louis amateurs may bé guiltless of 
professionalism through riding with Mr. 
Humphreys, but there Are a certain lot of 
fat men down at Springs who certain- 
ly will have a hard ftimé proving their 
innocence to Mr. Gideon. 

They all rode in a fat men’s race in 
which Mr. Humphreys contested and won. 
The genial fat trainer has a very hand- 
some silver cup as evidence of his smooth- 
ness on the track.

GAUDAUR DOWNED STANSBURY. 


The American Champion Defeated the 
Australian on the Thames 


PUTNEY, England, Sept. 7.—Jake Gau- 
daur of Toronto to-day won the rowing 
championship of the world and $2,500, in 
addition to the Sportsman Cup, defeating 
James H, Stansbury of Australia, who re- 
cently defeated ‘“‘Wag’’ Harding for the 
championship of the world. The course 
Was the usual championship course, four 
miles — ately from Pee to Mort- 
lake, Gaudaur won by twenty lengths. 

After twelve false starts both men took 
the water together. Stans had a slight 
lead at vensteps, but soon afterwards 
Gaudaur pulled up, took the lead and main- 
tained it to the Crabtree, where a foul oc- 
curred. Stansbury thereupon stopped and 
appealed to the referee. he latter, how- 
ever, would not allow the foul; and Gaudaur 
finished twenty lengths ahead in 23:01. 


Gaudaur has held the professional cham- 
pionship of America since 1898, and twice be- 
fore, 1836 and 1887, he held the same honors. 

Gaudaur and Stansbury have met before. 
The contest ae a at the regatta at 
Austin, Tex., in 1893, when Stansbury was 
not in good form. Since that time Gaudaur 
has defeated Edward Hanlan, Geo, Bu- 
bear, Rogers, Hackett and other profes- 
sionals at the Halifax regatta. He also 
stroked the Four“ which beat Bubear’s 
English combination. 

The new champion has made two pre- 
vious visits to England. In 1883, he was 
over there with George Hosmer, Ed Hanlan 
and Wallace Ross, but he had to succumb 
to Hanlan and Ross or his clever style, 
which was very much admired by the 
English experts. 

In 1886, Gaudaur rowed Beach, the Aus- 
tralian. for the championship, from Putney 
to Mortlake. 

Stansbury won the Australian champion- 
ship in 1891, when he defeated John Mc n 
on the Paramatta River. 

Gaudaur weighed about 175 pounds. He 
is six feet high, while Stansbury is about 
seven pounds heavier and one inch taller. 
Gaudaur has lived most of his life in St. 
Louis.

Bracara FALLS, N. T., Sept. 7.—Li 
ng Chang passed over into Canada by 
way of the Suspension Bridge a little after 
9 o'clock to-day.

Capt. O’Malley’s good work goes on. He 
says that no assignation house in his dis- 
trict is immuned from a raid. 

Sunday night the staff of special officers 
connected with the Central Police Station 
continued their lebors. As a result the 
keepers of three resorts were arrested and 
the inmates of one house were locked up.

Then the squad, including Special Officers 
Gocking, Keeley, Danaher, Prendergast and 
Schenk, went to the notorious Hotel X“ 
at 1400 Washington avenue and invited 
Martha McMahon, the at keeper, to 
ride in the patrol wagon to the Central Po- 
lice Station. 

The object of detailing so many officers 
to arrest one person is that the house can 
be surrounded to prevent an escape. 

Martha McMahon has been arrestéd so 
often that she has lost count of the times 
she has been in jail. The Hotel X“ is one 
of the most notorious dens in the city. It 
is situated em one of the busiest ther- 
oughfares in the city.

When the patrol wagon had started 
away with Martha McMahon the officers 
went to a “hotel” at 501 North Thirteenth 
street.

ecome opulent. He cannot count on his 

fingers and toes 'the number of souls he has 
helped along on the downward path and 
his lace-curtained rooms have — the 
auction places of old Satan himself.

Captain of Police who is making a crusade 
against the assignation houses, while there 
is equally as much of such raids in 
other districts. 
For instance, there are no less than six 
similar resorts on the north side of Wash- 
ington avenue. That is in the Third Po- 
lice District and under*Capt. Joyce’s domin- 
ion. Only one of these houses has 60 far 
been disturbed, and that was several 
months o. Since then the resorts have 
been running at full blast. Many of them 
are as bad and notorious as that of Martha 
McMahon, across the street, but Washing- 
ton avenue is the dividing line of Central 
and Third Districts, and Capt. O’Malley has 
had no authority to interfere with residents 
of another district. 

It is understood that Chief Harrigan will 
issue a general order to all of the districts 
to arrest and prosecute the keepers of all 
assignation houses as the work 80 far 
accomplished in the Central has been 
highly satisfactory.
